If The Government Falls ... 


WILL ANYONE KNOW WHY? 
SEESOLICITS SOME EARLY 
THOUGHTS ON THE POSSIBLE 
FEDERAL ELECTION 





If the expectation of a fall federal 
election has some voters scratching 
their heads, they are not alone. Even 
professional election-watchers are 
having a difficult time figuring out 
just what the next election will be 
about. 

“It's a real inside baseball kind of 
game,” University of Alberta politi- 
cal scientist Steve Patten says. “What 
the government falls on, whether it's 
a vote or a non-confidence motion, 
all of that is just gamesmanship. It 
doesn't have meaning for ordinary 
Canadians.” 

Liberal Leader Michael Ignatieff 
recently kickstarted the most recent 
round of election speculation by an- 
nouncing that Conservative Leader 
Stephen Harper's “time is up.” 

Ignatieff has at least two oppor- 
tunities to make good on that threat 
once Parliament resumes on Mon- 
day, Sept. 14. The Liberals can vote 
against budget legislation to imple- 
ment the home renovation tax credit. 
If the NDP and Bloc Québécois also 
vote against it, then the government 
will fall, and voters will head to the 
polls. But that doesn’t mean the elec- 
tion will be about tax credits, because 
the Liberals have already stated that 
if they form the new government, 
they will reintroduce the popular 
measure. 

Ignatieff also has the opportunity 
to put forward a non-confidence 
motion. Patten says it doesn’t mat- 
ter what the Liberals put forward as 
their objections to the government, 
as it will ultimately be forgotten as 
the election rolls on. “They have all 
decided that an election is happening 
because they don’t want to work to- 
gether,” he says, “because they think 
that their party will have some kind 
of a strategic advantage. So they are 
all willing to bet on an election.” 

Linda Duncan, NDP MP for E£d- 
monton-Strathcona and the only 
Opposition MP in Alberta, says she’s 
not eager to head into another elec- 
tion, and that it’s Harper who has de- 
cided not to work with the opposition 
parties. 

“In a minority government, the 
party in power has to accommodate 
and co-operate with the opposition,” 
she says. “Really, it’s the Harper gov- 
ernment that's forcing an election. 
They have to accommodate what 
the majority of Parliament is “call- 

ing for. That's what the democratic

process is.” 

She's still working on private mem- 
ber’s bills that she would like to table 
this fall, including an environmental 
bill of rights that she’s been assem- 
bling this summer. With a climate- 
change conference in Copenhagen 
coming up this December, she also 
wanted to ensure that the party's 
Climate Change Accountability Act 
gets though Parliament. 


James Rajotte, the Conservative - 


MP for Edmonton-Leduc,.also says 


his party doesn’t want another elec- ° 


tion. As a member of the budget 
committee, he was gearing up for 
pre-budget consultations, and look- 
ing for ways to reverse the deficit 
once the stimulus package ends. 

“I can’t even speculate what the 
narrative of an election would be,” 
he says. “The Liberals would have 
to say why they are insisting on an 
election less than a year after the last 
one.” 

No Liberal MPs were elected in 
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Alberta in the last election. George 
Hodgson, president of the Liberal 
Party in Alberta, says he’s not sure 
what the election will. be about but 
that: “it's time that the government 
started acting as if they are in the 
minority.” He won't know much 
about the Liberal platform until it 
is released at the national level, but 
Employment Insurance reform is an 
issue the Liberals have been pushing. 
“The Liberals want to reform EI so 
that it's equal across the country,” he 
says. “The Conservatives are reluc- 
tant to do that.” 

On the contrary, says Rajotte, the 
Conservatives made changes to El 
in the last budget, including a five- 
week extension and providing more 
money for retraining. 

“For them to say that the changes 
we made are not enough,” he says, 
“Is that really what they want to call 
anelectionon?” =~ _ 


The other issue that the Ribarals ; 


could press is the Conservatives’ 


economic performance, especially 
stimulus funding. Rajotte says he’s 
heard calls for the government to pull 
back on the funding as the economy 
strengthens, but that kind of think- 
ing is premature. 

“The reality is that unemployment 
is much higher than it was before.” 
he says. “When a recession is techni- 
cally over, there are still some linger- 
ing effects. The economy as a whole 
may move out of negative growth. 
but the reality is that they may not 
hire all their people back right then.” 

Another factor that could affect 
the course of the election is how vot- 
ers react to the election being called 
at all. If one party does not show 
significant gains, and it looks like 
the election will result in another 
Conservative minority, Patten thinks 
there may be a movement against 

_ minority governments.

platform, makes some gains, and 





then wins a majority, he says. But 
Harper never gained a lot of sup- 
port while in government, and even 
though the Liberals elected a new 
leader, their support has not changed 
significantly either. Unless there's 
some kind of upset, voters may get 
angry. 

“Certainly in Alberta, where the 
majority of people are predisposed 
to vote Conservative, the frustration 
will be that we'll likely get the same 
MP, we might even get the same 
government, why are we putting 
ourselves though this?” he says. “It’s 
really hard to guess in advance.” 

Although all the parties seem firm- 
ly entrenched in their positions now, 
as Duncan says, the final decision 
has not come yet.

Byelection An Important Test 








On Monday, a byelection will be held 
in the riding of Calgary-Glenmore 
to replace MLA Ron Stevens. This 
may not be big news to you, but in 
the cloistered world of Alberta poli- 
tics, byelections are like Christmas 
in September. Most politicians love 
campaigning; if you don't, you get 
out, a fact of public life to which | 
can attest 

Of course, it really doesn’t matter 
all that much who wins in the big 
scheme of things. Byelections are 
barometers of the public mood, and 
the public mood changes like the 
weather. 

What does the Calgary-Glenmore 
by-election mean to the parties? 
Let’s look, shall we? 


Progressive Conservatives 
The Tories have such a big lead in 


the legislature, they could safely lose 
20 byelections and they'd still have 
a majority. Losing one lousy little 
seat in Calgary is like giving up a 
single point in a 40-3 football game. 
They can shrug it off, as they will 
if they lose. But this is the first test 
of the Stelmach government after 
their overwhelming election victory 
of 2008, and it couldn’t come at a 
worse time. 

No one expected much from Stel- 
mach, the taciturn, uninspiring 
farmer who won the Tory leadership 
under the Least Objectionable Leader 
platform. But Stelmach has failed to 
achieve even the level of mediocrity 
that we expected from him. 

With spending still out of control 
and petrodollars drying up, Stel- 
mach’s only option appears to be 
cuts to services and the civil service. 
The operations of the department 
of health, under the direction of the 
Prince of Darkness, Ron Liepert, is 
looming as a critical issue, and Stel- 
mach is botching it terribly. Educa- 
tion spending is the next target, an- 
other sacred cow that will bring the 
government nothing but grief. 

The Tories are running a Calgary 
alderman (yes, they still call them 
aldermen) named Diane Colley- 
Urquhart, who, interestingly, was 
acclaimed. She's apparently quite 
popular, but a lot of voters don’t take 


too kindly to politicians abandoning 
their post to take another job. She 
has the benefit of living in a very 
conservative riding, and Ron Ste- 
vens’ substantial previous victories. 


New Democrats 

The byelection means nothing to the 
NDP, a fringe party in Calgary-Glen- 
more that finished in fifth place in 
2008, even behind the Greens. They 
will do better this time, only because 
the Greens have imploded and are 
not running a candidate. But they're 
no more a factor in Calgary-Glen- 
more than the Social Credit party. 


Wildrose Alliance 

For the Wildrosers, it is significant. 
The party finished third in the 2008 
election in Calgary-Glenmore, but a 
very distant third, with only eight per 
cent of the vote. 

But this time, former party leader 
and MLA Paul Hinman is running, 
and the party has gained significant 
publicity thanks to its leadership race 
and the likely victory of conservative 
hottie Danielle Smith. 1 suspect Hin- 
man is far too rural a guy for an ur- 
ban riding (Calgary is a world-class 
city — just ask anyone in Calgary), 
but the Wildrose could easily siphon 
votes away from the Tory candidate 
(ah, sweet justice) opening the door 
for ... 


For The Liberals 


Alberta Liberals 
In my view, this is a biggie for the 
Little Red Machine. 

This is the first test for leader Da- 
vid Swann, the soft-spoken social 
activist who has been leader of the 
party since last December. Behind 
the scenes, the party is getting its act 
together after the devastating defeat 
of 2008. Mutterings about chang- 
ing the name to purge the regional 
obscenity of “Liberal” were put to 
rest after Swann, who was active in 
the discussions about renaming the 
party, stated that the Liberal name 
would stay. 

After firing its entire staff due to 
its woeful financial situation, the 
party now has a new executive di- 
rector, and a new party executive 
that seems intent on change. The 
Liberal candidate is Dr. Avalon Rob- 
erts, a psychiatrist (no party needs 
one more) who has run and lost to 
Stevens twice before. While Stevens 
got 50 per cent of the vote in 2004 
and 2008, Roberts got 33 per cent 
and 35 per cent, decent totals against 
a respected MLA and miles ahead of 
every other candidate. 


So who's going to win? 
Governments routinely lose bye- 
lections. They provide an opportu- 
nity for the public to voice their dis- 
pleasure at the government without 


upsetting the natural order of things, 
which in this province means per- 
manent Tory rule. Byelection turn- 
outs are traditionally terrible, which 
favors the opposition party. Satisfied 
voters stay home and watch So You 
Think You Can Dance, angry voters 
march to the polls waving pitchforks 
and carrying torches. A byelection 
defeat for a government is like a 
gentle swat on the bum to a naughty 
child. Remember, Ralph Klein's seat 
went to the Liberals in a byelection, 
and quickly reverted to form in the 
general election shortly after. 

That's why I think Calgary-Glen- 
more will go Liberal. Stelmach is still 
safe as leader if they lose — you don't 
dump a general in charge of an over- 
whelmingly powerful army — but 
there will be plenty of grumbling. 
But a Liberal loss, or a failure to 
make the race very close, would not 
bode well for David Swann. If a Cal- 
gary leader can’t win a byelection in 
a Calgary riding against a profoundly 
inept government and an uninspir- 
ing leader from the Edmonton area, 
no less, that's a very bad sign. 

It's not quite a must-win for the 
Liberals, but it’s close.

CANADA : COPYRIGHT 

FEDERAL CONSULTATIONS WRAPPING UP 
For more than 10 years, the Canadian 
government has atternpted to modern- 

ize Canada’s Copyright Act. Laws haven't 
updated quickly enough to match the con- 
tinuous stream of new technology entering 
the market, which has resulted in a struggle 
between users, creators, and distributors of 
creative works. 

This struggle was the theme of a citizen 
round table co-hosted this week by the 
local chapter of Fair Copyright Canada and 
Alberta Public Interest Research Group, 

a community research and social activist 
group. The event comes at the tail end of an 
eight-week public consultation spearheaded 
by the federal government, and which 
began in July, 

Citizens are invited to post their concerns, 
suggestions, and feedback to the online por- 
tion of the consultation process until Sept. 
13. Town halls were held in Toronto and 
Montreal earlier in the summer, with invite- 
only round tables taking place in other cities 
across the country in August. 

Thursday's round table was a way to offer 
non-affiliated citizens the opportunity to 
discuss issues raised by proposed changes to 
legislation, said David Batfantyne. one of the 
event's organizers. 

“It's good to openly speak about these 
things,” he said. “We have the opportunity to 
rethink legislation and the effect of restric- 
tions on artists and creators.” 

But balance wasn't the only issue at 
stake; with digital technology encompass- 
ing everything from print to genetic codes, 
added protections for creators are becoming 
increasingly more important, said panel 
member Karl Stevens, an amateur musician 
who works in IT. “DRM [Digital Rights Man- 
agement] intentionally tries to circumvent 
an established fair use of creative works,” 
said Stevens, “Placing technological restric- 
tions on a work should be grounds for having 
a copyright revoked.” 

Digital Restrictions Management is a col- 
lection of processes that can be considered 
“electronic locks.” Almost every DVD, CD, 
video game, and paid downloaded song 
uses some form of DRM. “Copyright, in 
essence, will last forever because it’s still il- 
legal to copy even after copyright expiration 
because you cannot create something to 
copy It,” Stevens said. 

As the debate continues across the coun- 
try, those who wish to add their thoughts 
and concerns to the ongoing federal 
consultation process can do so at copyright.

Burying Socialized Sporting Facilities 








Open wide! Having willingly chugged 
down the endless pints of Rohypnol 
pushed on us by the randy Oilers 
(and the developers; and the Jour- 
nal; and the mayor; and the NHL), 
it seems Edmontonians are almost 
fully lubed up for the new downtown 
arena. I hope your slacks are already 
as low around your ankles as mine 
are, you merch-wearing sluts. 
Without any idea who will pay for 
it, who will own it, or where it will 
actually stagnate (as bulky arenas all 
do in their daytime dead zones), Oil- 
ers president and spokesman Pat La- 
forge has announced the Katz Group 
has already begun scooping up prop- 
erty. So far, it's around Baccarat 
Casino and the Greyhound station, 


with more secret deals in the works. 
The usual idiotic arguments that the 
arena will revitalize downtown were 
paraded, ignoring again and again 
and again the fact Oilerland must 
financially do absolutely everything 
possible to entice your dollars onsite, 
there, at its restaurants, its casinos, 
and its hotels, not those across the 
street or beyond. Meanwhile, sitting 
like a giant brick blocking core traf- 
fic when not in use, just a physical 
fact of a building intentionally built 
larger than Rexall Place. 

But it doesn’t have to be, and 


dens, as one friend calls it. Or skate 
on its rooftop, street-level rink amid 
the trees in a space anyone in the 
city could use, for free.

it's here specifically | want to stop 
and make a plea for unusual vision 
which would remove one of the eter- 
nal problems with single-use event 
structures. Because, believe it or 
not, the new arena could actually 
do downtown and all of us an amaz- 
ing favour — especially if we could 
pass right over it, walk through the 
grass and statues of Gretzky Gar- 


scaping. Hear me out. 

First off, currently, what relation- 
ship do you have with the outside 
environment when you see a hockey 
game or an arena concert? None, 
obviously. It’s a completely enclosed 
space. And our ice surface is already 
a good storey belowground, so why 
not put it a little deeper and make it 
even more insulated, where it’s easier 


underground parking exits at its sub- 
surface tips. 

And above... well, that’s up to the 
imagination of local-to-internation- 
al landscapers, city-appointed arts 
councils and the vision of its design- 
ers. Look up Barcelona's Parc Guell 
for what I’m picturing. Give it the 
right design and could be an utterly 
innovative Canadian jewel, which 


could benefit developers as well as us. 
And, for real this time, be a tourist 
draw. I throw in hope for lots of trees, * 
seeing as we couldn't do that down 
the block at City Hall and Churchill 
Square. The only thing missing is 
another huge corporate logo on the 
side of a gaudy wall. Well, put one up 
on a big stick amid the bike paths, if 
you must.

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EDMONTON - PUBLIC TRANSIT 
WEST AND SOUTHEAST LRT LINES 
ANNOUNCED 


Plans for two future LRT lines were an- 
nounced this week, one heading west from 
downtown to Lewis Estates and the other 
southeast to Millwoods from downtown. 
The plans look a lot different from how 
transportation manager Bob Boutilier 
originally thought they would. 

His initial recommendation would have 
connected Lewis Estates to the University 
of Alberta via 87th Avenue across a new 
bridge that would have had to been built 
over the North Saskatchewan River. Instead, 
the new plans propose that the west line 
snake east from Lewis Estates down 87th 
Avenue, passing West Edmonton Mall and 
Misericordia Hospital before turning north 
past Meadowlark Mall to 156 Street, where 
it will follow Stony Plain Road to the future 
downtown Grant MacEwan station. 

Land use and neighbourhood develop- 
ment were the main factors in making the 
final decision, he says. 

Specific plans for linking the west line to 
the southeast route are still in the works, but 
Boutilier says that Churchill Station is a likely 
candidate for the junction. 

The southeast line will leave downtown 
through the planned east side Quarters 
development, heading south across the river 
to the Muttart Conservatory near Connors 
Road before continuing south down 83 
Street past Bonnie Doon Shopping Centre, 
and eventually to Millwoods via 75 and 66 
Streets. 


“| am quite excited about it,” says Ward 
6 councillor Amarjeet Sohi. “We would see 
increased ridership of the LRT, and that 
really aligns with our city vision of trying to 
encourage people to use different modes 
of transportation other than personal 
vehicles.” 

However, it is those people who prefer 
personal vehicles who may have the biggest 
problem with the proposed routes, asthe * 
west line in particular would see many roads 
lose two lanes of traffic to make way for the 
train system. 

Using the existing road system means 
fewer residential and commercial properties 
will have to be purchased for the new routes’ 
construction. The only places where the city 
will have to acquire property are locations 
where the train needs to make sharp turns. 

There's still a long way to go before Ed- 
monton sees any physical manifestation of 
the new plans. With a prospective price tag 
of somewhere between $800 million and 
$1.2 billion, funding issues will need to be 
addressed by all levels of government. 

The public will get their say on Nov. 9 
when Boutilier brings the new plans to city 
council. And even if the plans are given the 
green light, Boutilier says actual construc- 
tion is still years away.

EDMONTON: LABOUR 
SAFEWAY STRIKE CONTINUES 


Despite legal setbacks earlier this week, 
Safeway employees won't end their strike 
soon, says Christine McMeckan, represen-

tative for United Food and Commercial 
Workers, Local 401. 

Blockades on Labour Day caused traffic 
jams on Yellowhead Trail forcing the Alberta 
Labour Relations Board to rule the block- 
ades at the entrances to the Lucerne ice 
cream plant (14040 Yellowhead Trail) and 
Safeway’s frozen food warehouse (11528 160 
St.) were unlawful. A five-minute cap on the 
amount of time pickets can delay vehicles 
from entering the properties was imposed. 

As a result, Safeway has adjusted their 
trucking schedules to accommodate the de- 





lay to ensure traffic on the freeway doesn't 
get congested. 

The 350 workers hit the picket line Sept. 
4after members rejected a contract agree- 
ment between Safeway and their union that 
would have seen a 13-per-cent increase in 
wages over three years, and a boost in pen- 
sion contributions from $0.85 per hour to 
$1.20 per hour. However, members feel that 
the agreement ignores the most important 
factor —job security. 

“What is 13 per cent when you've been 
laid off or reduced to part time?” asks 


McMeckan. 

Since the beginning of the strike Safeway 
has hired 130 replacement workers to keep 
the plant in operation, and Betty Kellsey, 
public affairs manager for Safeway, says 
the company will continue to hire more as 
needed, until the issue can be resolved — 
saying it’s up to union members now. 

“This was a recommended settlement by 
the union to their members,” Kellsey says. 
“The offer that is on the table was voted on, 
and still stands. That is where it sits today.”

the mass transit option rather than personal 
vehicles. 

Outright government support doesn't 
strike us as the best use of public money, but 
this crisis could present interesting alterna- 
tives for inter-community travel that would 
maintain a mass transit option, That's 
important because it promisés to reduce the 
number of vehicles — and their associated 
problems — on the highways. 

Perhaps Alberta could buy some of Grey- 
hound's real estate in order to create its own 
intercity network, like GO Transit in Ontario. 
The market may find good solutions for 
mass transit between Calgary and Edmon- 
ton, but it’s doubtful the rest of Alberta will 
be so lucky. 
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The group is arguing in federal court that 
Stephen Harper broke his own fixed date 
election law. The case highlights a very 
important issue in Canada right now — that 
despite the frequency of our elections, we 
are not seeing any improvement in account- 
ability. Harper campaigned on the idea of 
government accountability, reforming the 
Senate, and fixed election dates. Instead 
he’s led a secretive government, stuffed: 
the Senate with political friends, and, as 
Democracy Watch's work has pointed out, 
last year he violated his own election law. 

Not that we expect the courts to hold him 
to account. We expect the people of Canada 
to see though the hype and evaluate the 
Harper's actions as he seeks re-election.

The storm was eating away at the 
southern edge of the sunny evening 
sky when we zagged across three 
lanes of traffic to hit the left turn 
off the Yellowhead to 82nd Street 
| wouldn't swear on the bones of 
martyrs that I’d never been to the 
neighbourhood of Delton before, but 
the strip mall we veered into when 
we noticed the sign at the very last 
minute sure didn't look familiar, ex- 
cept in the sense that it looked like 
every other strip mall on the north 
side. Tucked in there beside a to- 
bacco store that had apparently been 
forced to brown-paper-bag its facade 
like a 1970s smut vendor, we found 
the front door of Istanbul, a relative 
newcomer to Edmonton's Turkish 
culinary diaspora. 

Given the preponderance of as- 
phalt, concrete, and steadily rum- 
bling traffic outside, Istanbul man- 
ages to create an exotic and intimate 
atmosphere on a shoestring, with 
strategically deployed decorations 
and plants that create a little separa- 
tion between tables. 

Thursday night found the place 
bustling, but we managed to nab a 
table by the window with a view of 
the black thunderheads rolling in. 

Istanbul had only soft drinks to of- 
fer for the moment, as their liquor 
licence had been suspended for some 
seemingly innocuous reason. So, in 
a fit of curiosity, we ordered some 
algam suyu ($2.50), because if you 


can't have a bottle of Turkish beer, 

turnip juice seems like the natural 

second choice 

Istanbul’s menu is wide and deep 
— you can see for yourself at istan- 
bulcuisine.net — with plenty of ap 
petizers, veggie dishes, kebabs and 
grilled meats, a selection of tradi- 
tional Turkish breakfast platters and 
a kid's menu 

The mixed vegetarian platter, fea- 
turing eggplant and green peppers, 
held a certain allure, but I couldn't 
resist ordering the yogurtlu kebap 
(beyti kebabi) ($16.95), a dish so 
nice they named it twice. My co-din- 
er ordered from the specials board 
the rack of lamb ($24.95) — both 
dishes came with rice, salad, fresh- 
baked pita, and hummus. Unsure 
how much salad to expect, I ordered 
a side salad ($3.95). 

Out came the dark purple algam 
in a tall glass. Though identified as 
turnip juice, it’s actually made from 
violet carrots which are fermented 
with turnip, salted and served upon 
request with hot spices. The drink is 
popular in southern Turkey, where

egar, but that's as far as we got. 

My experience has fairly consis- 
tently been that Turkish food takes 
a little while to prepare, no matter 
where you order it. Still, I’m not sure 


the surrounding tables that had pre- 
ceded us had received and finished 
their meals. As expected, the plates 
were vast. My co-diner looked down 
on six glistening lamb chops, their

it's served with spicy Adana kebabs, 
or as a chaser with arak, the Middle 
East's indigenous anise-flavoured 
booze, owing to its alleged hangover- 
offsetting powers. Salt really domi- 
nated the flavour, with the earthiness 
of root vegetables peeking through 
in the aftertaste. We gamely sipped 
away the top half of the glass between 
forkfuls of diced tomato, cucumber 
and onion tossed with oil and vin- 


whose responsibility it should be to 
fill those idle minutes between order- 
ing and receiving the meal — perhaps 
the lull between salad and entrées 
could have been bridged with the pita 
and hummus that would ultimately 
arrive as part of our main meal? I’m 
just spitballing here. 

Anyway, the food did eventually 
reach our table, but not before a full- 
on thunderstorm erupted outside and 


protruding ribs wrapped with tinfoil 
for easy manual consumption, along 
with a salad of shredded lettuce, to- 
mato, and onion in light vinaigrette, 
rice, hummus, and pita. My plate 
was mostly taken up with squares 
of baked, buttered pita doused with 
yogurt and tomato sauce, and topped 
with two lengths of Adana kebab — 
formed from ground beef and lamb 
— and the same sides. 





Worth the wait? Oh, I think so. If 
the above description didn’t get your 
mouth watering, imagine dredg- 
ing crisp pita and tender chunks of 
grilled kebab, dosed with aromatic 
spices and just a hint of capsicum 
heat, through garlicky tomato sauce 
and creamy yogurt, then chasing it 
with a forkful of pilaf tinted red with 
tomato and scented with cardamom 
and mint. 

My co-diner’s lamb chops were no 
less perfectly turned, separating from 
the bone with the merest prompting, 
and her portion so generous that, 
even after sharing with me, she still 
had to have the remainder wrapped 
by our courteous, apologetic server. 

As we sprinted through the pound- 
ing rain to our ride, we pledged to re- 
turn to find out what Turkish break- 
fast entailed. We'd probably skip the 
turnip juice, however.

Don't Get Silly About Sulphides

HEY, HYPOCHONDRIACS: 
GETTING A HEADACHE AFTER 
DRINKING RED WINE DOESN'T 
MEAN YOU HAVE AN ALLERGY 





Back in my retail wine store days, 
people would come in all the time 
and ask for a wine that didn’t have 
sulphides, because they claimed to 
have allergies to them. 

However, not one of those people 


ever described the symptoms of a 
true allergic reaction to sulphides, 
which include difficulty breathing, a 
swollen throat, itchy skin, hives, and 
(very rarely) anaphylactic shock. 
Rather, the most common complaint 
was a headache, and sometimes 
heartburn or nausea 

Make no mistake, there are certain- 
ly a few individuals out there with a 
legitimate sulphide allergy, and | 
sympathize with them. However, 
too many people assume that if they 
have an unfavourable reaction to red 
wine, they are allergic to sulphides 

Because an allergic reaction can 
be severe or even fatal, the federal 
government passed a law in 1994 re- 
quiring all products containing more 


than 10 parts per million (ppm) of 


sulphides to state this clearly on the 
label 


than 10 ppm of sulphides, so all wine 


Wine almost always has more 
labels bear the words “contains sul- 
phides.” 

While there is clearly something 
in wine that causes people to experi- 
ence various ill effects, most of the 
time it is not sulphides 

Overindulgence can certainly 
cause you to end up with a headache 
and nausea, as can dehydration — if 
you were already a bit dehydrated be- 
fore you cracked that bottle, it isn't 
all that shocking that you should 
end up with a headache and an upset 
tummy. 

Some studies have also tried to 
identify other chemical compounds 


“red 


that could cause the infamous 


wine headache,” though no definitive 
culprits have been found yet 

Sulphides are a natural product of 
fermentation, arising in the chemical 
reaction that converts the sugars in 
grape juice to alcohol. They also act 
as a natural preservative, prompting 
some (but certainly not all) produc- 
ers to add extra sulphides to their 
wines in order to give them a longer 
shelf life. 

While many assume that organic 
wines have fewer sulphides than 
those that are non-organic, this is not 
always the case. Sulphur is one of the 
few pest controls allowed in organic 
production, and some organic vine- 
yards douse their vines in sulphur to 
keep away harmful insects 

However, there are quite a few or- 


ganic wines that were also made with 
the express purpose of having as low 
This 
fact is usually proudly stated on the 
label 


Sulphides are necessary as both a 


a sulphide content as possible 


and _ stabilizing 


preservative agent, 
and wines that have a purposely re- 
duced sulphide content run the risk 
of being unstable and spoiling too 
quickly. Too often I've tried those 
low-sulphide wines and discovered 
them to be nothing more than thin, 
vinegary substances lacking in any 
kind of fruit or complexity. 

I suppose they are better than 
nothing for those who suffer from 
sulphide allergies, although I think 
those individuals would be better off 


drinking beer or spirits.

Okay. First let's get a few facts out of 
the way. 

First, Lights may have started out 
as a nickname for the Toronto-based 
electro-pop starburst (née Valerie 
Poxleitner), but it’s her real name’ 
now — in her heart and ever since 
she had it legally changed 

Next, mobility is her No. 1 consid- 

eration when it comes to her onstage 
instrument of choice, the keytar. 
I didn’t put any thought into how 
it might look silly or be construed 
weirdly that I'm trying to emulate 
the ‘80s in a really bizarre way,” she 
explains, giggling 

Finally, if you haven't figured it out 
from all her sci-fi stylings, Lights is 
a big space-geek. That's a personal- 
ity trait we've never seen before in a 
svelte, raven-haired popstar-on-the- 
rise. But the title’s legit — she knows 
her space-shit. 

“I'm so intrigued by other earthlike 
planets, with what are called ‘habit- 
" says Lights, bubbling as 
she describes what she would hope to 


able zones,” 
find out in the universe. “They actu- 
ally found one about 20.4 light years 
away called Gliese 581 C. | wanna 
find other alien life — how would 
they look? And how would they in- 
terpret music? Because music is one 
of those things that is so ... it goes 
into your ears and you don't have to 
understand it to know you are com- 
municating in a beautiful way. I don’t 
know how music would translate,

but | think it would be incredibly 
cool to [know] how aliens would take 
our music.” 

If there is an earthly sound that 
intergalactic visitors should dig, 
it would have to be Lights’ mix of 
atmospheric disco rhythms and 
breathy synth-based heartbreak. It’s 
a combination that snagged her the 
2009 Juno for New Artist of the 
Year — an impressive achievement, 
especially considering the award was 
given based solely on the strength of 
her self-titled EP. September sees the 
release of her first full-length, The 
Listening, which, according to the 
singer/songwriter, will simply sound 


like a full dose of Lights. 

Expect, then, a pretty upbeat, 
feel-good time, since, while her lyr- 
ics mainly twist themselves around 
the emotional ramifications of re- 
lationships, the songs never drag in 
gloomy contemplation. Instead, they 
burst with, well, light. “Just sitting 
down when you're mad’and pound- 
ing out chords and lyrics and hoping 
it will make you feel better isn’t going 
to change anything,” she says. 

Lights describes a writing process 
where she plays through the emotion, 
letting her fingers lead her until she 
hits a mental zone where the melo- 
dy and the music guide her voice. 





“When you land on that platform,” 
she says, “that’s when you can start 
to say what's on your mind.” She's 
careful to give her songs a sense of 
resolution, which correlates with her 
naturally positive personality. She 
can turn anything around, from a 
dark day transformed into an ethere- 
al dance tune, to the impending pres- 
sures she faces in an industry that, in 
many ways, is still male-dominated.

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Keane's latest tour, behind their most recent 
pop-rock album Perfect Symmetry, has taken 
them to plenty of places they'd never played 
before — including Russia, which is where 
Tim Rice-Oxley, the band's primary songwrit- 
er, catches up with me on the phone. In spite 
of their success, including worldwide sales of 
nearly nine million records, the piano-rocker 
says playing in new places is never easy. 
“There's always a sense of nerves,” he ex- 
plains. “You never know if people will love 
your music and be excited, or look at you like 
you're idiots from outer space.” (Say — was 
that a sci-fi reference? They should get along 
great with Lights, who's opening for them at 
Edmonton Event Centre this Sunday.) 


But so far the response has been posi- 
tive. They played their first shows in parts of 
South America, Hong Kong, and South Korea 
to crowds who gleefully sang back all the 
words. They got a particularly warm response 
from their Colombian fans: “They embrace 
your music and really go for it,” Rice-Oxley 
explains. “There were people waiting at the 
airport — it makes you feellike The Beatles.” 

Keane will also make their way through 
the Canadian Prairies for the first time this 
fall. The landscape may seem mundane to 
us, but not to the band. "I'm looking forward 
to being on the tour bus looking at endless 


mountains and corn fields and playing my- 


guitar,” Rice-Oxley says. 


In an effort to stay creative while on the 
foad, the band hooked up with Canadian 
fapper K’naan while they were in London. 
“He's someone that we're a really huge fan 
of,” Rice-Oxley says, “and we came up with 
some really exciting songs." The band hopes 
to get those tunes out to fans along with 
some other material they've been tinkering 
with on the road. The as-yet-untitled piece, 
which is tentatively slotted for an April re- 
lease, is shorter than a full-length record but 
longer than an EP. Hmmm... is there even a 
term for that? 

“It's more like a mini-album," Rice-Oxley 
Teplies. “It adds up to a nice little musical 
package.” —Michelle Garcia

He's been through countless tours in 
North America and Europe, but Bri- 
an Cook still isn’t sure what his band 
is supposed to be.

“I'm just going through some pic- 
tures that Angela Fama from €l 
Dorado took,” songstress Shiloh 
Lindsey says. “She took them for 
an EP called Tired of Drinking and 
I'm trying to pick out a good shot of 
me looking tired of drinking ... but 
still pretty.” 

Lindsey, €l Dorado, and Joseph 
Blood are all part of the Two Cadil- 
lacs and a Pack Mule tour, which 
will be imbibing its way through 
town next Thursday. Lindsey, the 
Wetaskiwin-born songstress with 
Patsy Cline’s musical effervescence 
and Calamity Jane’s liver, knows how 
to put on a show. 

“It's part of me, for sure, but it's 
also a character I’m trying to proj- 
ect,” Lindsey says. “I work at a pri- 
vate liquor store as well, so it’s kind 
of that drinking, country-good-time 
type of deal. Like a Merle Haggard 
type of thing. I just love sharing ex- 


periences with like-minded people 
and relating to people on that level. 
But it’s also about the singing and 
playing, definitely.” 

Her music, a rural concoction of 
murder ballads and saloon crooning, 
is polished and honest. But it wasn’t 
always that way. 

“I was first doing a singer/song- 
writer style like Sarah McLachlan 
and PJ Harvey,” Lindsey says, “but 
one morning | woke up after having 
a dream. The dream was two sing- 
ers doing a duet like Kenny Rogers 
and Dolly Parton, and I woke up 
like, ‘Whoa, that is kind of weird.’ 
So, I figured out the chords from 
the dream song and it’s now on my 
new record, called ‘One More Try.’ 
After that, I just gravitated towards 
country music more. It's funny 
— when my dad heard it, he said, 
“That's good, Shiloh, but it could be 
more country.” 

With all that background business 
out of the way, | thought I'd use up 
my remaining column inches by sub- 
jecting Lindsey to a battery of more 
random questions.

It's difficult to define Edmonton's 
place in the Canadian arts com- 
munity. On one hand, the city is a 
diverse locale, with hordes of indie 
bands, local artists, and actors. On 
the other hand, we serve largely as 
a farm team, feeding the larger mar- 
kets with our fashion designers and 
writers. So it’s no surprise that our 
| hip-hop scene follows suit, often 
| mimicking trends pioneered in Van- 
couver or Toronto. After all, one of 
the main goals when you're climbing 
| the ranks of Edmonton's music scene 
| is to escape 
And that’s what makes local rapper 
Joe “The Joe” Gurba unique. Instead 
of playing up to the cool kids, he opts 
to work within the city to develop 
| Edmonton's own identity. And in- 
| stead of attempting to redefine what 
it means to be an artist from Edmon- 
ton, he does his best to understand 
| the city and find his place within it. 


Once recognized as a “Christian rap- 


per,” Gurba is building on the success 
| of his previous album, 2006's The 
| Proletariat LP, with his new disc, Ut 
Oh, broadening his artistic reach as 


an author, poet, and rapper who just 
happens to be Christian. 

“There's a story in the Bible about 
a prince who is in love with his sis- 
ter,” explains the founder of OldUgly 
Records (olduglyco.com). “It finally 
comes to a point where he rapes her, 
and afterwards he’s just not in love 
with her anymore. It's a pretty bru- 
tal story, but you know how that is 
— where you're obsessed with some- 
thing, but as soon as you get every- 
thing you wanted out of it, you real- 
ize all you really wanted to do was 
conquer it.” 

It's not that The Joe doesn't see the 
necessity of Christian-based music, 
but it became clear that continuing 
to label himself as a Christian rapper 
would limit both his record sales and 
the reach of his message. “I feel that 
you're writing your music and your 
art off if you say that there's any ul- 
terior motive,” he says, “cause the 
fact is, I'd be making my music re- 
gardless of whether anyone heard it 
So to say that I’m doing this as some 
kind of missionary work, (a) that’s 
false, and (b) it writes off the origi- 
nal objective, which was to make art 
for art's sake.” 

Gurba is putting his message into 
practice, most notably in his work at 
Hope Mission Youth Ministry Net- 
work, where he co-hosts “Rap Club,” 
a youth program that provides studio 
time and music coaching to inner- 
city youths, many of them newly- 
landed immigrants. Gurba hopes his 
efforts will help set them on a path 
similar to his, instead of, as he puts 


it, a life of “drugs and videogames.” 

“It's easy to understand how 
Whyte Avenue works,” Gurba says, 
“but it’s a different story everywhere 
else in the city — and it's a depress- 
ing story sometimes. A lot of places 
in Edmonton have a block of de- 
bauchery: the ‘Triple Ps’ — payday 
loans, pawnshops and pornography. 
Obviously, on 118th Avenue, they've 
been pouring so much money into 
arts. And that’s how gentrification 
works: poor people move to places 
where it’s affordable, but the only 
kind of poor people the city wants 
are artists.” 

At a time when the city’s economic 
divide seems to be splitting further 
apart by the day, and poverty and 
opportunity are barely even in sight 
of each other, it's refreshing to hear 
Gurba’s take on life, humanity, and 
the arts world. And he's realized 
that if all you do is preach to the 
choir, all you're doing is spinning 
your wheels 

“It's not fair to expect anyone else 
to have the same beliefs as you,” 
he says. “An important thing to re- 
member is that Jesus never called 
anyone out but religious people. And 
personally, | prefer the company of 
non-religious people — | just like how 
And while 
I’m convinced of the truth of Christ, 


open-minded they are. 


I'm always open to hearing the truth 
of other things as well. | still don’t 
have all the answers, but before, it 
was faith. And now, it’s confidence 
and faith. I know because I know — 
not just because I feel.”

It's not often that music lovers get a 
sneak peek at the songwriting pro- 
cess, but this fall four Canadian la- 
dies are doing just that. The Sirens of 
Song featuring folk-roots stars Lynn 
Miles, Melanie Doane, Annabelle 
Chvostek, and Catherine MacLellan 
— that’s two Juno Award-winners, a 
Wailin’ Jenny, and an up-and-coming 
critics’ fave. And they won't be per- 
forming one after another, either;

“I’ve 
done songwriters’ circles quite a bit

As the fall tour approaches, Ma- 
cLellan has been trying to think of 
what songs she'd like to share with 
the other ladies on the roster. “Each 
time you play with somebody dif- 
ferent, it brings a whole new life to 
the song,” she says. But at the same 
time, she also wants to leave some 
room for surprises: “A lot of it is the 
spontaneity that kind of makes those 
things special.” 

To that end, MacLellan has been 
rummaging through her back cata- 
logue and dusting off some of the 
songs that didn’t quite make it onto 
her past three records. (Maybe she'll 
put them onto an EP prior to her 
next full-length release.) “Right now 
I've been sorting through demos and 
stuff like that,” she says. “I’ve been a 
really prolific writer and so I'm just 
kind of rediscovering some stuff that 
I’ve written in the past few years that 
never really saw the light of day.”

Walking on a Wire: 1968-2009

Even after 41 years, Richard Thompson is very much a cult artist, and the songs on this four-CD box set are 
therefore woefully unheard outside his fanbase. It may be that Thompson is something of an acquired taste, 
both for his rather unique voice as well as the venom he threads through songs like “She Twists the Knife 
Again,” “Valerie,” and “Tear Stained Letter,” and for which he's been tagged as a misogynist. “Misanthropist” 
would be more accurate, but like his companion in spite Elvis Costello, Thompson also has a streak of gentle 
empathy that winds beautifully through numbers like “1952 Vincent Black Lightning” and “Wall of Death,” which have been known 
to bring grown men to tears. As a sampling of his varied career — member of Fairport Convention, solo act, member of a duo with 
then-wife Linda, back to solo again — Walking on a Wire gives an accurate reading of the man’s many strengths, both as guitarist and 
songwriter. The expected albums are doted upon — Shoot Out the Lights, Pour Down Like Silver, Rumor & Sigh — though in a perfect 
world more could be added. Is this an issue? No, not real ly—licensing problems aside, it’s already a crime how many lesser-known 
songs didn’t make itn, like “God Loves a Drunk” or his version of Squeeze's “Tempted.” But that’s the problem when it comes to Thomp- 
son: you'llsimply never please everybody; that Shout! Factory has made the attempt is good enough for this fan.

Among the 12 tracks on Popular Songs, there's a swirling, shoegazing album opener (“Here to Fall”), a lo-fi 
Motown guy-girl lovey-dovey duet (“If It’s True”), a feedback-drenched instrumental epic (“All the Glitter 
Is Gone”), and a tongue-in-cheek funk workout called “Periodically Double or Triple” that features such 
dubious boasts as "Never read Proust/Seems a little too long/Never used a hammer/Without somehow using it wrong.” Each is terrific 
on its own, but the even more remarkable achievement is that somehow they all sound like they belong to the same album. I'm not 
sure what Yo La Tengo's secret is — how they can bend so many different musical styles to their own purposes, how they can end this 
album with three epic tracks that together last 37 minutes without seeming self-indulgent for a single second — but | hope they keep 
listening to whatever muse is whispering in their collective ear. Popular Songs is about as good as not-quite-popular music gets.

Big Joe Burke played in Edmonton's underground punk scene over two decades ago, then headed west to 
Vancouver to pursue his musical fortunes, only to find life was getting in the way of his music. After a dozen- 
. year break, he's returned to his acoustic guitar and backed himself up with some very talented twangsters. 
Quiver, thankfully, doesn't offer up jaded “Americana”; instead its roots are in the Jr. Gone Wilds, Lost Dakotas, and other Canadian 
alt-country sounds of the late '80s and early "90s. Twangin’ songs of drinkin’, smokin’, drivin’, and lovin’ (“Car Lights,” “Stone Cold Sober”) 
are balanced out by introspective songs of hurtin’ and livin’ (“Home Sweet Home,” “The Tide”).

Andrzej Wajda Films The Unimaginable 


IN KATYN, THE GREAT 
CHRONICLER OF POLISH 
HISTORY PROVIDES A

In the opening shot of Andrzej Wa- 
jda’s Katyn, the year is 1939, and a 
group of Polish civilians fleeing Ger- 
man forces come across countrymen 
running in the opposite direction — 
this group is fleeing from the Sovi- 
ets. It's a situation that can only be 
called absurd; Vladimir Nabokov de- 
scribes a similar situation in his own 
life as a “dull, beastly farce,” and the 
phrase is wholly applicable here. The 
scene could almost be funny, if it 
weren't tragic. 

Wajda’s long filmmaking career 
has been largely devoted to chroni- 
cling 20th-century Polish history, 
much of it naturally focusing on the 
era of World War II. His skill as a 
filmmaker goes beyond being a his- 
torian, though, and lies in something 
far more universal: there are prob- 
ably few who can equal his ability 
to show the humanity within hope- 
less situations and the unimaginable 
spaces, both literal and figurative, 
that human beings have inhabited 
throughout the years, as in Katyn's 
Opening scene. 

That sounds like an overly specific 
talent, but in a century so devastat- 
ing, he’s recounted hellish stories 
that need to be told. 

Katyn, which was released in Po- 
land in 2007 (and was nominated 
for an Oscar last year for Best For- 


eign Language Film), thematically 
fits into the director's filmography. 
The movie is a fictionalization of the 
Katyn massacre, the rarely-spoken- 
of 1940 slaughter of approximately 
15,000 Polish soldiers, intellectuals, 
and other POWs by Soviet forces, 
and the propaganda campaign that 
followed the war, in which Stalin and 
those under him fudged some dates 
and tried to pass the massacre off 
as an act by the Gestapo. (The ad- 
mission of truth didn’t come for 50 
years, when Gorbachev apologized 
just before the fall of communism 
in 1990.) 

What makes this film unique for 
Wajda is that it is by far his most 
personal film: his father, an officer, 
was a victim of the massacre. You 
would think that, as a tireless chroni- 
cler of Polish history, Wajda would 
know that he’s earned the right to 
tell a deeply personal story. So what's 
most surprising about Katyn, then, 
is its restraint, its lack of bold hero 
ies, and the quiet, almost journalistic 
sensibility it exhibits 

The film is roughly structured 
into three parts. The first follows 
an officer (Artur Zmijewski), the 
closest character to a stand-in for 
Wajda’s own father, his wife (Maja 
Ostaszewska) and a number of re- 
before the 
massacre. The second jumps ahead 


lated characters, just 
five years as the survivors, primarily 
women — mothers, wives, and sisters 
— grope with either the search for 
the truth or the struggle of whether 
to risk their lives in the futile and 
wholly unheroic fight to bring it 
to light. The conceit is that there's 
nothing more horrific than existing 
ina state of limbo, and this seamless- 
ly sets up the very difficult finale of 
the film. 

In the third section, which is the

film’s great accomplishment, Wa- 
jda sets up a flashback to simply 
and brutally show the massacre, the 
missing truth, itself. It’s cinematical- 
ly stunning; while the rest of Katyn 
is filmed in an uncharacteristically 
straightforward manner, this sec- 
tion, by contrast, is claustrophobic 
and jarring, as man after man is led 
to execution. Wajda captures the 
unimaginable moment when death 
becomes a certainty, and it’s almost 


impossible to watch. The men’s faces 
and the relentlessness of the execu- 
tions make it horrifying, but what 
gets me the most is that this is a man 
envisioning, and recreating, his own 
father’s death. 

Logistical reasons would have 
kept the Katyn massacre from be- 
ing a subject that Wajda could have 
portrayed much earlier in his career 
(Stalin and co. didn’t take too kindly 
to those who even mentioned the 


event), but it seerns that regardless, 
that distance was necessary, espe- 
cially for the ending that Wajda gives 
the film, 

It's an unlikely scene for a cathar- 
sis, but in the context of history, it is 
cathartic. Katyn concludes with the 
blunt truth that the families of the 
victims had waited so many years 
for, and you get the sense that it’s the 
only possible ending in the face of 
something so unimaginable.

Worst Getaway: A Perfect Getaway 
A Perfect Getaway registered a luke- 
warm but respectable 58 per cent on 
Rotten Tomatoes. I’m not sure what 
other critics saw in this boring thrill- 
er that I missed, but it clearly wasn't 
the incredibly obvious twist ending. 
The worst M. Night Shyamalan 
film not written, directed, or having 
anything to do with M. Night Shya- 
malan, A Perfect Getaway makes 
one of its characters a scriptwriter 
and devotes much of its dialogue to 
nonchalantly discussing screenwrit- 
ing, red herrings, and twist endings.

About Steve 

Sneaking in during the dying days of 
summer to steal the crown and all 
the shame from The Ugly Truth, All 
About Steve makes you wish Keanu 
Reeves had let Dennis Hopper blow 
up that bus. 

Sandra Bullock drives the audi- 
ence’s blood pressure to dangerous 
levels as Mary Horowitz, who is like 
no human ever witnessed anywhere 
on planet Earth.

It's hard to know where to start with 
this one. So I'll start at the beginning, 
which is firmly where Little Ashes 
starts, marching its way very, very 
straight down a ponderous, chrono- 
logical inevitability. 

Scene: a group of Spanish students 
gather in a dorm, waiting as their fel- 
low students arrive. Among them, 
we have future filmmaker Luis Bu- 
fuel, a brash bully (English TV ac- 
tor Matthew McNulty); and Federico 
Garcia Lorca (Javier Beltran), the 
tragic romantic poet and playwright. 
And here we have a young Salvador 
Dali, with pageboy hair and the ruf- 
fliest shirt ever, a misfit among the 
striped shirts and vest ensemble that 
virtually all the other characters are 
sporting. Even more startling is that 
this young Dali is played by Robert 
Pattinson, the sleepy-eyed dream- 
boat vampire of the Twilight films. 
And yes, this is the film where we 
see him in the nude, albeit with 
his package tucked away between 





his legs. 

Less literally, Little Ashes tries 
to be full frontal, but keeps the sex 
tucked away, safely out of reach. 
This film purports that Lorca and 
Dali had a passionate intellectual 
relationship that often veered into 
a physical one. Unfortunately, once- 
Oscar-nominated director Paul Mor- 
rison (Solomon and Gaenor) chooses 
to telegraph their forbidden love with 
cartoonishly moony gazes and, even 
more embarrassingly, with cliché 
“arty” scenes. For example, he films 
one incident in an alley in shadowy 
close-up and another — horrors! — in 
slow motion and underwater, Given 
that homosexuality was illegal and 
forbidden at the time, it’s surpris- 
ing how little heat is generated by 
the strained fumbling between poet 
and painter. And though Pattinson 
and Beltran probably don’t have the 
chops to pull this off, you can’t blame 
them when all they have is this ear- 





nest, sterile material to work with 
And what a wasted opportunity 
to tell the lives of these avant-garde 
artists in a manner best suited to 
them! Though here and there we get 
a nice shot of the sky that resembles 
the background to The Persistence 
of Memory, I’m starting to wonder 
if that similarity was accidental. It’s 
frustrating that instead of a visually 
startling, narratively innovative cin- 
ematic poem, Morrison gives us a 


second-rate Merchant-Ivory period 
piece that fails to reflect the devel- 
oping revolution in literature, film, 
and visual art. Honestly: a black- 
and-white montage of Dali partying 
with the Moulin Rouge? Moments 
of overblown drama intercut with 
scenes from Un Chien Andalou? 
Even Dali’s attempts to shock (at 
a bourgeois dinner party and at his 
thesis defence) seem silly and out of 
context, since we are not given any 
ackground to the development of 
his artistic personae, just these un- 
comfortably softcore mumblings 
Character development is replace 
oy a watch-the-moustache literalism: 
we all know it’s going to happen, and 
when it does, Dali is given the line: “ 
grew this moustache.” For his part,

And in English, albeit with start- 
and-stop Spanish accents.

I can never understand 
why English-speaking actors work- 
ing on an English-language film set 
in a foreign country must adopt ac- 
cented English to tell the tale. It’s like 
having subtitles in pidgin, isn't it?

For the first 48 years of her life, 
Séraphine Louis was treated by 
pretty much everyone in her life as 
a drudge. Not that she didn't look 
the part: frumpy of dress, stocky of 
build, with unkempt hair, hiding her 
native intelligence behind a blank, 
bovine expression, she gave the citi- 
zens of Senlis, France little reason to 
suspect that she was anything other 
than one more anonymous middle- 
aged servant barely scratching out 
an unremarkable life. 

But in fact, as the new French film 
Séraphine makes clear, she was a 
painter of unusual skills. Often de- 
laying on paying her rent to buy art 
supplies and secretly collecting blood 
from the butcher's shop and wax from 
the candles at the church in order to 
mix her own paint, she would often 
work all night by candlelight, creat- 


ing vibrant images of trees, fruit, and 
flowers, often with vines and leaves 
snaking ominously through them. 
When her landlord’s new tenant, 
a German gentleman named Wil- 
helm Uhde (Ulrich Tukur) asks her 
what inspired her work, she explains 
that she’s completely self-taught. 
(The only influence on her work is 
a guardian angel whose words only 
she can hear.) She’s never heard of 
Uhde, but he’s an art collector with 
an eye for talent — he was one of the 
first to buy Picasso and Braque, for 
instance. And from the moment he 
first spots Séraphine’s work, he sees 
the potential for greatness. 

The relationship between Séra- 
phine and Uhde — which never quite 
manages to overcome class barriers, 
religious differences, and the disrup- 
tive effects of World War I to become 
a true friendship — forms the heart 
of Séraphine. Director and co-writer 
Martin Provost seems to have real- 
ized that the “hooks” of this story 
— the Susan Boyle-like contrast be- 
tween Séraphine's physical appear- 
ance (and social standing) and the 
beauty of her art, the fluke encoun- 
ter with Uhde that allowed her work 
to achieve recognition — are so obvi- 
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ous that he hardly needs to underline 
them. Instead, Provost builds his 
story slowly, waiting for at least 20 
minutes before he even shows Séra- 
phine with a paintbrush in her hand, 
carefully delineating the limits of her 
world so that we understand just how 
much dedication and determination 
it took for her to transcend them. 

Provost also has the benefit of 
a great performance by Yolande 
Moreau, an actress who may be best 
known for playing Audrey Tautou’s 
concierge in Amélie. Moreau’s work 
is a triumph of empathetic imagina- 
tion: she successfully communicates 
the heavy-bodied way Séraphine 
trudges through her day, her boots 
clomping on the cobblestones, but 
also the beatific expression that lights 
up her face whenever she’s worship- 
ping in church or singing hymns — 
as well as the concentration in her 
eyes when she’s labouring over a new 
canvas. It’s heartbreaking to watch 
the final scenes of the film, in which 
Séraphine winds up confined to a 
mental asylum, unable to paint and 
confined to the worst possible envi- 
ronment for such a connoisseur of 
colour: a room with nothing to look 
at but blank white walls.

knows, it's not easy to retire from a 
career as a futuristic deathsport ath- 
lete.

The Drowsy Chaperone Is Wide Awake 


NOT EVEN OUR MOST 
DEPRESSING QUESTIONS CAN 
DAMPEN SUSAN GILMOUR'S

Susan Gilmour looks anything but 
drowsy as she joins me for lunch 
during a break in the rehearsals for 
The Citadel’s season-opening pro- 
duction of The Drowsy Chaperone. 
She's one of those performers who 
radiates positivity about every proj- 
ect she’s involved with, and not even 
a full morning of tap dancing drills 
can dim her enthusiasm. 

But The Drowsy Chaperone is 
the kind of upbeat show the mere 
thought of which makes people smile 
almost automatically. It’s at once a 
tribute to the fizzy, inconsequential 
musicals of the 1920s and a loving 
compendium of all their clichés — 
the oily Latin lover, the ditzy chorus 
girl, the stoic English butler, the Ru- 
nyonesque gangsters. Gilmour could 
be said to be playing two archetypes 
at once: the amusingly sozzled com- 
ic-relief role that gives the show its 
title, and Beatrice Stockwell, the the- 
atrical grande dame who originally 
sang the role on a dusty cast record- 
ing that the show's narrator eagerly 
plays for all of us in the audience 

“She demanded a rousing anthem 
in every show she ever did,” explains 
the narrator, a lonely Broadway geek 
known only as “Man in Chair.” “ 
when it wasn’t appropriate.” 

Gilmour has definitely belted out 
more than her fair share of rousing

Broadway anthems, having appeared 
in productions of Man of La Man- 
cha, Oliver!, Evita, Kiss of the Spider 
Woman, Les Misérables, and many, 
many others. She knows what it's 
like to be a stage star like The Drowsy 
Chaperone’s Janet Vandegraff, but 
she also knows what it's like to be a 
fan like Man in Chair. “I love listen- 
ing to musicals!” she says. “I mean, 
I love listening to all kinds of mu- 
sic. Before I even got into musical 
theatre, | was a jazz singer, a rock 
singer, a country singer. But having 
said that, I love musicals. I bring my 
stereo with me wherever I travel — I 
cannot live without music in my life! 
1 love the stories that they tell, I love 
the characters that they've allowed

me to play. I love taking on a chal- 
lenging role — a woman who isn't 
me, but is in me somewhere.” 

The Drowsy Chaperone belongs 
to a wave of recent Broadway hits 
— I'm thinking here of shows like 
Urinetown and Avenue Q — that at 
once represent a return to the unpre- 
tentious, escapist musical comedies 
of the pre-Andrew Lloyd Webber era 
while also poking fun at those shows’ 
conventions. “The Drowsy Chaper- 
one does what a musical is supposed 
to do,” says Man in Chair at one 
point. “I know it's not a perfect show, 
but it takes you to another world and 
gives you a little tune to carry in your 
head for when you're feeling blue.” It 
occurs to me that the cheery Chap- 


erone is, in a way, a reaction against 
many of the heavier, more dramatic 
shows Gilmour herself has appeared 
in. But she doesn't see it that way. 

“Les Misérables was uplifting too!” 
she says. “That show affects people. 
I've gotten letters from people who 
say seeing that show changed their 
life.... I don’t know. I think people 
come to the theatre, especially musi- 
cal theatre, for the same thing they 
get from a good book — to experience 
a good story that lets them close out 
the world for a few hours.” 

But isn't there something melan- 
choly about The Drowsy Chaperone 
for a theatre performer like Gilmour, 
if not for audiences? Time and again, 
Man in Chair draws our attention to 


one of the stars of the show-within- 
the-show — glittering celebrities with 
colourful nicknames like “The Oops 
Girl” — whose names have now been 
completely forgotten by everybody 
except Man in Chair himself. Doesn't 
Gilmour feel a little blue at the idea 
that her career will fade from the 
popular memory too? 

Not in the least. “I don’t think of 
that kind of thing,” she says. “I live 
in the moment. I enjoy what I’m do- 
ing, and if someone 100 years from 
now looks back and goes, ‘Oh my 
God’ or whatever ... well, that’s their 
prerogative. As long as what I’m do- 
ing now is real and flowing from a 
foundation of great love, that’s all 
that really matters to me.”

If you feel like an arts lover who 
missed out on festival season this 
year, turns out you have a chance to 
redeem yourself. The 10th annual Vi- 
sualeyez Performance Arts Festival 
has broken free from its traditional 
July slot, and will now stage avant- 
garde works over six days in mid- 
September. Ten performers from 
across the country will offer mixed- 
media takes on this year’s capricious 
theme: water. 

The festival's founder and curator, 
Todd Janes, says audience members 
can expect thought-provoking pieces 
that offer a good mix of humour and 
weighty material, with some per- 
formances taking place directly in 
aquatic settings and others opting 
for a more amorphous approach, 
playing off water's fluid nature. 

Examples of performances include
